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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks filed February 29, 2008 are 
acknowledged. 

2. The rejection of claims 1-23 and 25 under the judicially doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent Number 1 1/093,455 is overcome by 
applicant's submission of the terminal disclaimer. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



4. Claims 9, 12 and 15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tokoli et al, U.S. Patent Number 4,665,000. 
Tokoli discloses a compound with the structure 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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The structure in the Tokoli reads on the present claims when R 2 is hydrogen; E is oxygen and R 1 
is an aryl (naphthyl). 

5. Claims 10-11, 13-14, 21-23, 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art does not provide for the recited 
compound of formula (II) with the substituents required by claims 10-11, 13-14, 21-23 and 25. 
Additionally, the prior art does not provide for an electronic device comprising the compounds 
of formula (I) or (II). 

6. Claims 1-8 and 24 are allowed. The prior art does not provide for the recited compound 
of formula (I). Additionally, the prior art does not provide for a process for manufacturing 
compounds of formula (I) and (II). 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed February 28, 2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that the Tokoli reference does not read on the present claims 
with compound IV of the reference because R 1 is not aryl. Compound I of the Tokoli reference 
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reads on present claim 9 when E is represented by oxygen; R 1 is naphthyl and R 2 is hydrogen. 
The Tokoli reference is maintained. Examiner did not provide applicant with compound I of the 
Tokoli reference in the previous correspondence. This action is non-final.
